4* Colonel Blakeney, Arsy Bomber of ICA?S, CIA, thereupon 
called upon Colonel Williams of the Intelligence Division, Colonel 
Williams promptly reversed the Intelligence Group’s decision, and 
arranged for CIA to borrow a few copies of the requested publications 
for study. 

5* The CIA requesters there upon scanned the publications, 
decided that they did not currently carry enough foreign Intelligence 
infarction to justify continued distribution to CIA, and the request 
was withdrawn*
